by bis o:ilcial c haracU-r—and tbe other fact 
that the principal ceremonies of the day 
were to take place at tho tomb of tho “ Old 
CommaiKier” in l^autiful Hiverside park. 
There were a number of well-known men 
on the reviewing stand, among them Gen. 
Uufus Ingalls, Gen. Lloyd Aspiuwall, ex- 
Governor Dorsheimer, Gen. 
Thomas ‘Kelly j 
Smith, and a number of city ollD’ials. T hero j 
was a notable group of three of the war vet­ 
erans of l^î“. 
They were headed by Gen. 
Abrabttin Daily, who is 
years of age. He 
was diossed|in tho full uniform of the tiuie, 
and presented a most picturesq ue appear­ 
ance. 
His companions were Henry Morris, 
Ni years old, and George CTygler, 
n'' years 
old. 
The provident left Brooklyn, whore ha 
bad taken part in the decoration cere­ 
monies, at 1 U;: îO and arrived in ^’ow York 
fifteen minutes later, being escorted to the 
stand by tbe Old Guard. 
He was accom- 
(Minted by Mayor Grace, and lOile in an 
open barouche, the m ilitary and other or­ 
ganizations foUowlng. 
When the president 
was recogul/.ed on ttie march handkerchiefs 
were waved from windows and shouts gave 
him a hearty welconia 
The party reached 
the grand stand a t the W orth monument at 
11 o’clock, and as the president ascended tbe 
steps amid 
loud cheers, 
the 
band of 
the Gld Guard struck 
up the hymn 
“America.” 
As soon 
as 
the president 
appeared in front of tho reviewing stand 
the march of tho column was taken up. 
When the Twenty-second roginacui reached 
Delmonico’s, at the corner of Twenty sixth 
street and Fifth avenue, tho 
band, under 
the leadership of P. S. Gilmore, struck up 
Mendelssohns wedding march, which was 
greeted with cheers.

Hood refused to order the 
assault, say ing the troops were tired and 
hungry , and ne» ded food and rest, and ho 
added, contemptuously : ‘In ten minutes we 
j can drive the Yankees out of any works they 
can throw up in two hounw they cannot 
hold that line.’ 
Cleburne shook his head 
negatively at this, 
but Hood was firm. 
When I saw Cleburne, who was ever keen 
for battle, shako his head I was discouraged. 
If Cleburne dreads the work, it must be 
hopeless, I thought 
“The men were ordered to cook breakfast 
and obej'ed sullenly . 
The Yankee earth­ 
works steadily grew as we looked on.

hours passed and they were finished, and the 
Yankee infantry sank out of sight behind 
them.

mounted artillery men were formed behind 
us. These were to follow us closely , and 
when we had captured the Yankee guns 
they were to turn them and pulverizo the 
fly ing Yankees. 
It was a good idea, and 
the artillery men laughed gleefully at the 
picture they conjured. It was well they had 
their laugh first. 
“All w'os ready , we arose and dashed for­ 
ward. Out of the ground rose the Yankee 
pickets aud firing once they ran for their 
earthwork. 
As wo screamed out the charg­ 
ing y ell the Yankee troop» rose up from be­ 
hind thoir works and their rifles fell into a 
horizontal line, the Federal artillerists sprung 
to their guns, vye instinctively pulled our hat

“Thomas,” I said, “ to -day is Decoration 
day . Throughout the no rth the grave« of the 
men who fell in defense o f the Union have 
been strewn with flower» . 
The memories of 
the war are being recalled around thousands 
of hearthstones to-night 
You never speak 
of the war. 
Break y our rule tonight and 
tell me a battle story .” 
Thomas looked at me inq uiringly for an in­ 
stant and then said, sadly : “I do not like t r. 
talk of the war. 
My father and brothers 
were killed in battle, our home was burned, 
our slaves freed, our lands made valueless. 
My friends and comrades were shot dead by 
the score. Other scores, weakened by starva­ 
tion and hard work, 
and thinly clad, died. 
The memories of the war are exceedingly 
painful to me. But,” he added, as he shrugged 
his shoulders to my entreaty not to talk, 
“pile some wood on the fire w hile I cut a 
couple of pipefuls of tobacco, and then I will 
tell y ou of the fiercest battle I was in.” 
1 piled logs high on the fira 
We lit our 
pipes on the glowing coals. 
Then, wrapped 
in our blankets, we sat on the ground and I 
listened attentively to my rebel friend. 
“I belonged to Joe Johnston’s army ,” said 
Thomas; “we had ceased to talk of our vic­ 
tory at Kenesaw. The daily fig hting during 
the long retreat befo re Sherman had been 
almost forgotten. 
Our lost opportunity on 
Peach Tree creek—lost by the removal o f 
Johnston—had 
ceased to trouble us. 
The 
loss of Atlanta and thousands of our com­ 
rades who fell fk the battles around that 
town was still fresh In our memories. 
And 
fresher still was the recollection of the bloody 
assault on the tv/o redoubts near Allatooua 
that were held by a couple of thousand Yan­ 
kees. We had lost Johnston, in whom wo 
had unbounded confidence. Hood, whom we 
did not consider a safe so ldier, was in com­ 
mand. We feared that so me of the belief as 
to the fighting capacity o f no rthern men held 
by the slaveholders befo re the war lingered 
in Lis mind. 
Wre priv ates had promptly dis­ 
covered that the Yankees were as efficient 
fighters as we for two day s, and our superiors 
if the battle lasted three, four or five day s. 
We had a say ing which was founded on fact 
It was: ‘Yanises must be whipped in two 
day s, or they cannot be beaten at a ll’ 
“We inarched no rth, so uth, east, west, in 
any direction Ho o d saw fit to lead us, and 
Sherman trailed after us. At Gay lesburg 
he tired of the pleasures o f the chase, and 
at audoned us. 
We camped fo r a few day s, 
then crossed the Tennessee riv er a few miles 
above Florence, and marched rapidly to ward 
Columbia. 
Here we ha4 o ur first hard fig ht­ 
ing in forcing the passag e o f Duck river. 
We pushed the Federals from the riv er, and 
then made a furio us march, fighting o s we 
went, so as to intercept the retreat o f Scho ­ 
field's army . We o utmarched them, and 
slept near Spring HilL When we biv o uacked 
we knew that w® had Scho field in a trap, and 
that he was o urs.” 
1 bo mas ceased talking . 
He lo o ked g lo o m­ 
ily into the fire fo r an instant, and th<n said, 
reg retfully : 


"Yes, we o utmarched Scho field, and then 
we slept, and while we slept Sc&o field marched 
by —marched within a half a mile o f o ur 
camp fires. I hav e nev er seen mo re intense , 
rag e and j>ro fo und disg ust than was ex ­ 
pressed by the weary , fo o tso re, battle-to rn !

wounded comrades fell against us.

wavered badly then gathered ourselves and 
pushed on, firing as we went 
“ The po wder smo ke hung o n the field. 
Thro ug h rifts in it we co uld see tho 
Federal gunners 
spring nimbly to and 
fro fro m the Napo leo n g uns. The respo n­ 
siv e flash 
o f 
the 
g uns, as the lan­ 
y ards were pulled, wo uld bo fo llo wed by the 
rip o f canister as it flew past and thro ug h 
us, tearing g reat g aps in o ur ranks, cracking 
mens’ bo nce as pipestems, and kno cking 
brav e men dead with g raat ho les in thete 
bo dies. The rip, rip, rip o f fly ing rifle balls 
was a mig hty and steady hum, as tho ug h 
the empty cy linders o f co untless threshing 
machines were rev o lv ing at full speed all 
■ro und us. 
Steadily the v eteran Yankee infantry , 
who had to ho ld their Una of earthwo rks o r 
take to the water, lo aded and fired. Our 
men fell by hundreds. We stag g ered o n 
thro ug h this sto rm of bullets and canister 
fo r fi ve minutes. 
We had no t reached the 
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
